Night Life Comes With Boom. 

There are also taverns and “dine 
and dance” places which sprang 
up in the wake of the invasion, 
patronized more by oil field fol- 
lowers and speculators than by the 
actual workers, 

There is night life of a sort on 
the south side of Highway 40, es- 
pecially on Friday and Saturday | 
nights, over which the town au-| 
thorities have no control and from | 
which the town derives no revenue. 
There are only four saloons in St. |

nights. 

Taverns Stay Outside Limits.

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GLIDER SHOOTS UP 
TOO FAST IN CLOUD, 
SO PILOT BAILS OUT 


Flyer Says He Rose 40 Feet a 
Second When Sucked Into 
Center of Up-Draft. 


ELMIRA, N. Y., July 5 (AP).— 
Udo Fischer “bailed out” of his mo- 
torless sailplane—not because he 
was going to crash, but because he 


was going up too fast. 

He had no proper instruments for 
blind flying, nor experience, the 
Ithaca (N. Y.) glider pilot explained 
when he returned to headquarters 
of the national soaring contests aft- 
er his leap yesterday over the 
valley between Elmira and Corning, 
N. ¥. It was the first bail-odt in 
the 10-year history of the contests. 

Fischer said he tried to fly out 


drawn upward, but bailed out when 


feet a second. He said he flew to- 
ward the cloud—a towering incip- 
ient cumulonimbus cloud—with the 
hope of using the strong up-draft 
beneath it, but was sucked into the 
center, where tyrbulent thermals 
(rising air currents) carried him

| Fischer dropped about 4500 feet 
Hin his parachute, 1000 of that with- 
out pulling his ripcord, so that he 
fell out of the cloud and the danger 
of being drawn upward, before 
floating to the ground. His glider 
crashed on its nose about 100 feet 
from where he landed. 

Lieut. Robert M. Stanley, naval 
aviation cadet, who earlier in the 
meet reached a new soaring plane 
altitude when he sailed to 16,400 
feet above sea level, rode the center 
of a huge white cloud (cumulus) to 
an estimated 18,000 feet above sea 
level yesterday, Neither flight has 
beca made an official record.

“Already the effort is being made 
to have us choose sides and com- 
mit ourselves to one set of prospec- | 
itive belligerents before so much as 
a single gun is fired in the war. 
‘Already the effort is being made 
to bring about commitments on ou?

The only sur@ way to 
avoid involvement in another war 
is for another war not to break 
out. 

Advocate of Peaceful Methods. 


“I have supported disarmament 
and settlement of disputes by 
peaceful means. But if these fail, 
or if nations insist on arming to 
the teeth for conflict and that con- 
flict comes, then I insist that we 
must do everything in our power 
to stay out. And I believe that the 
United States can stay out of the 
next war if it wants to and-if it 
understands what is necessary to | 
preserve neutrality and is willing | 
to pay the price for peace. 

“Such a policy means the sacri- 
fice of the transitory profits which 
come from warmongering and traf- 
ficking in death. It will be far, 
far cheaper for us in the long run 
in blood and treasure and in the 
perpetuation of our most sacred in- 
stitutions. It will cost us millions 
but it will save us billions. It will 
save us from footing the bills for 
other nations whose aims are not 
our aims and whose democracy is 
not our democracy. It will save 
us from sacrificing the flower of 
our youth—your boys and iny boys 
—in quarrels in which we have no 
interest.” 


SECOND PONTOON TO RAISE 
SQUALUS BEING ATTACHED 


Huge Chains Used, Each Link 
Weighing 76 Pounds, in Opera- 
tions at Portsmouth, N. H. 
PORTSMOUTH, N. H.,: July 5 
(AP).—With one pontoon attached 


‘to a massive chain encircling the 


after section of the submarine Squa- 
lus, navy salvage experts had vir- 
tually completed today the attach- 
ing of a second. — 

The first was made fast at a 
depth of 200 feet, 40 feet above the 
disabled craft which still holds 26 
of its crew who perished in a dive 
on May 23. The second pontoon 
will be attached at a depth of 180 
feet. 

The chain used in the operation 
is as large as anchor chains on the 
largest warships.

Research Into Meaning of “Missouri.” 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HAT is the derivation and meaning | 

of the name of our great State and 
the mighty river which traverses it? 
Authorities offer us many conflicting sur- 
mises, but an authentic answer to this 
question is lacking. 

One of the most recent theories is that 
of Dr. John R. Swanton and Dr, Truman 
Michelson of the Smithsonian Institution, | 
in an article on state names, which was 
reprinted in the Post-Dispatch some 
months ago. These authorities think the 
name “Missouri” was probably derived 
from the Algonquin word “Misoret,” said 
by them to mean “people of the big ca- 
noe.” A Missouri authority, Floyd C. 
Shoemaker, secretary of the State His- 
torical Society, offers a similar conjecture 
in “people of the wooden canoes.” 

A careful study and analysis of these 
and other theories left me skeptical. I | 
have delved into records, seeking a more 
convincing answer. From this research, 
I have formed a personal conclusion, 
also admittedly conjectural, which | 
geems to me both plausible and logical. | 

It is generally recognized that Missouri | 
took its name from the territory of the 
Same name, the territory from the river 
and the river from the Indian tribe 
known as “Missouris.” Edwin James, in his 
account of the expedition of Maj. Stephen 
H, Long, mentions the Indian name of 
the tribe then called “Missouris” as being 
“Ne-o-ta-che,” meaning “those who live 
at the river’s mouth.” On Father Mar- | 
quette’s map, the Missouri River is desig- 
nated “Pekitanoui.” Apparently, this is a 
French corruption of the Indian “Pe- 
ze-ke-ne,” meaning “Buffalo River.” 

Countless names found in the records | 
of the French explorers are unquestion- 
ably combinations of the Indian dialect 
with the French tongue. The Algonquin | 
word “Missi” is found spelled in scores 
of ways, such as “Michi,” “Mitchi,” “Miss.” 
“Mese” and so on, but in all the forms | 
the meaning seems to be “great.” 

Thus, we may be reasonably sure that 
the first syllable of the name “Miss-ouri” 
is Indian, and signifies “great.” It is my | 
conclusion that the second syllable, 
“ouri,” is a corruption of the French 
word “ours,” meaning “bear.” | 

When La Salle and the French explor- | 
ers who followed Marquette arrived at | 
the mouth of the “Pekitanoui,” the buffa- 
lo seem to have been superseded by the 
big bear. These later explorers appar- 
ently renamed the river “Riviere des Mis- 
siours,” a combination of Indian and 
French, meaning “River of the Great 
Bear.” The: “Ne-o-ta-che” they called 
“Missouris,” or “Great Bear People.” In 
Osage mythology, the bear was the pro- 
genitor of the tribe. 

Coincident with this conclusion are the 
two “Great Bears” on the seal of Mis- 
souril. As all good Missourians should, 
they stand on the platform of “Salus Pop- | 
uli Suprema Lex Esto.”

The list of fireworks injuries treated yesterday at

ger of tetanus, blinded eyes, loss of life and limb. 
From the country’s worst city in the rate of fire- 
works injuries, St. Louis moved up to be listed 
among the best. 

Here is a thou-shalt-nof that gives every sign of 
successful operation, since it is based so largely on 
public acceptance. Police charged only one person 
with selling fireworks over the holiday, and arrested 
only one for discharging them. Parents heaved a 
virtually unanimous sigh of approval over the ban. 
Youngsters made little or no objection, since the lad 
next door didn’t have any firecrackers either, and 
plenty of interesting substitutes were available. 

Picnic outings, swimming parties, motor drives, 
the Zoo were the order .of the day. Expertly su- 
pervised fireworks displays, at Lambert Field, Wash- 
ington University and St. Louis University stadiums, 
Webster Groves and elsewhere, provided the tradi- 
tional pyrotechnics, more elaborate than any small 
boy could have had, and without danger.

SUPERSTITION IN THE TWENTIETH CENTURY. 

An enlightened age has put many manifestations 
of superstition to flight, but faith in soothsayers 
prevails to an astonishing extent. Usually it is 
merely a harmless indulgence, a form of escape and 
self-deception, but it may have the gravest conse- 
quences. An instance is the case of the Chicago man, 
who, informed 10 months ago by an astrologer that 
his destiny was suicide, the other day took his life 
by hanging. A city psychiatrist sums up the tragedy: 
“It is a dangerous thing for an emotionally unstable 
person to consult anyone who pretends to predict 
events of the future.” 

The laws against commercialized fortune-telling 
are for the protection of such unstable persons, and 
to prevent the mulcting of the gullible. Yet this type 
of charlatanism cannot be curbed wholly by statute. 
Society's best defense against it is an extension of 
education that will open all minds to rational truth. 
and wipe out the surviving vestiges of primitive ob- 
scurantism.

Fewer Dangers 


Now in Care of 
Baby in Summer 


Knowledge of Infant Feed- 
ing Has Greatly Improv- 
ed, Says Doctor.

HE FIRST summer, and even 
T second sunm&mer, used to be 

rea] danger periods—real prob 
lems in the care of the baby. Mod- 
ern public health measures and ad- 
vanced knowledge of infant feeding 
have largely done away with the 
seriousness of these hazards. 

Clean milk, free from contamina- 
tions, free from the germs that 
caused the dreadful mortality of 
other days among babies, has been 
made generally available by the co- 
operative efforts of the scientist, the 
public health officer and the intelli- 
gent dairyman. 
| The scientist, and with this I in- 
clude the modern scientific chil- 
dren's specialist—the modern pedia- 
'triclan—has created a real revolue 
tion in our knowledge of infant nu- 
trition. Starting when bacteriology 
was founded as a science, with the 
imperative and basic demand that 
infants’ food should be free from 
dangerous germs, he has gone on 
to apply the accumulating knowl- 
edge of bio-chemistry and the phys 
iology of nutrition, so that today 
infant feeding is among the most 
satisfactory branches of the ap- 
plied science of medicine. 

Not that any part of the proce- 
‘dure is stereotyped. There was @ 
time when the idea was generally 
held that a milk formula could be 
found which would agree with all 
infants. That idea has long been 
discarded. All infants differ in di- 
gestive ability, constitutional make- 
up, nutritional rate, and environ- 
mental and economic status. And 
the last is not least. So no one for- 
mula can be laid down for all. 

If there is any such formula, it is 
still, according to even the most 
modern pediatric thought, the for- 
mula of mother’s milk. 

“Due to the present day success 
in artificial feeding of infants,* 
writes Dr. Frederick Tisdall of To- 
ronto, “many mothers hold the er 
roneous belief that cow's milk dilu- 
tions or some other preparation 
will be just as good for their infant 
as its natural food. Nothing could 
|be further from the truth. No arti- 
\ficial mixture yet devised can re- 
|place breast milk as a food for a 
‘normal baby. There is a difference 
'which evidences itself in the results 
\obtained. The mortality with arti- 
|ficially-fed infants is three to four 
itimes as great as with breast-fed 
‘infants.” (Quoted from Dr. Tis- 
'dall’s book, The Home Care of the 
\Infant and Child, Morrow 
| A few months, a few weeks, even,

that when it is switched to a milk 
formula, it will digest it and begin
